SLAYER BITTNER IN 
OBSERVATION CELL 
MOTHER COLLAPSE 


Youth Who Killed Father Acts 
Strangely and Is Under 
View of Neurologist. 





PARENT IS HYSTERICAL 





She Denounces Police Captain 
Bitterly and Makes Strange 
Complaints. 


Arthur P. Bittner, who has been in 
jail since July 27 for shooting and 
killing his father, Arthur W. Bittner of 
231A East Red Bud avenue, has been 
transferred to a cell in the observation 
ward of the city hospital and is under 
the care of Dr. Charles G. Chaddock, a 


neurologist. 

Dr. Chaddock has made no report but 
attendants at the hospital believe Bitt- 
rer has lost his mind. He paces back 
and forth in his cell virtually all the 
time, they say, whistling popular songs 
day and night. 

The police and Chief Deputy Jailer 
Witter say the young man’s mother is 
on the verge of nervous collapse over 
ths tragedy. When she first began visit- 
ing her son at the city jail she appeared 
to be calm. Of late, however, Witter 
says, she has given evidence of a break- 
down, alternately laughing hysterically 
and crying. 

Denounced Capt. Schwarts. 

Capt. Schwartz of the Central District 
Police Station says Mrs. Bittner recent- 
ly called on him and demanded a -per- 
mit by which she could get into the jail 
at any hour of the day or night. When 
he told her he could not issue such a 
permit, he declared she condemned him 
bitterly. 

The police records show that within 
the last few weeks Mrs. Bittner has re- 
ported several times she was being an- 
noyed by persons who gathered about her 
home and ridiculed her. Patroimen sent 
to investigate reported the complaints 
were without foundation. 

Young Bittner was taken to the hos- 
pital by,order of the Circuit Court at 
the request of Witter. For a long time 
had been acting strangely, one day

ing morose and uncommunicative. 
Sunday’ ‘night he obtained a match from 
a soures; unknown to the jailer, and set 
his bed on fire. Witter then reported 
the case to the Court. 

A warrant charging murder in the first 
degree was issued July 30 against Bitt- 
ner. He confessed to the police that he 
shot his father, but said he had no in- 
tention of killing him. He merely 
wanted to frighten him, and rob him, he 
said. 

Shot in Auto by Son at 3 A, M. 
Arthur W. Bittner was shot about 3 
a. m. as he and his son, Edward P. 
Bittner, were driving to market in an 
automobile truck to buy supplies for 
their meat market at 2715 North Elev- 
enth street. Arthur P. Bittner was ly- 
ing concealed under the seat of the 
truck. At Thirteenth and Wright 
streets he jumped up and shot his fa- 
ther twice. He then jumped from the 
truck, and was caught by a policeman 
a few blocks away. 

The revolver with which the shoot- 
ing was done was identified by Arthur 
P. Bittner’s sweetheart, Miss Myrtle 
Benhoff of 1126 St. Louis avenue, as the 
property of her father. This was one 
of the first definite clews to the assas- 
sin’s identity. 

Edward P. Bittner was married at St. 
Charles, Aug. 17, to Miss Helene Koehl 
of 2718 North Eleventh street. They 
went to St. Charles in a big lemon- 
colored automobile, which was gaily 
decorated. Several young friends ac- 
companied them.

TELLS OF  FLIRTATIONS 





Declares Woman Invited Her to 
Go Out With Salesman and 
His Friend. 


The deposition of Miss Mayme Joseph- 
ine McKay of Berkeley, Cal., for which 
Judge McQuillin had deferred his de- 
cision in the divorce suit of Anna M. 
Crowley against Herbert N. Crowley, 
was filed in the Circuit Court, Fri- 
day. In it Miss McKay testifies she 


surprised Mrs. Crowley and Dr. Jesse

home and relates some other experi- 
ences of the time when she was living 
in St. Louis and was a friend of Mrs. 
Crowley. 

One evening while she was visiting 
Mrs. Anna Crowley at her home, Miss 
McKay relates in her deposition, she 
stepped suddenly from the dining room 
into the hall and found Dr. White there 
holding Mrs.. Crowley’s hand and pat- 
ting it in what she thought was an af- 
fectionate manner. She says.they be- 
came confused and that Dr. White stat- 
ed he had just dropped in to use the 
telephone. 

Cousin of Defendant. 

Miss McKay is a cousin pf Crowley 
and in 1906 was staying in St. Louis at 
the home of James H. Crowley, father 
of the defendant in the divorce proceed- 
ings, at 5895 Delmar boulevard. Crowley 
and his wife at that time were living at 
6001 Maple avenue, next door to Dr. 
Jesse D. White. 

“It made me angdy,’’ the witness re- 
lates,’” to think that Dr. White was 
flirting with Anna when Mrs. White was 
so good to her.”’ 

Once, Miss McKay testifies in her dep- 
osition, Mrs. Crowley told her of a flirta- 
tion she had had with a traveling sales- 
man at Sixth street and Washington av- 
enue. She said Mrs. Crowley told her 
had given her his card 
and was going to call her up and ‘wanted 
to know if she would go along if she 
had the salesman bring.a man friend. 
‘Miss ‘McKay admitted that she agreed 
to go. > 

Miss McKay was asked about a letter 
she had written to Mrs. White denying 
that she knew anything damaging to 
Dr. White and Mrs. Crawley. She an- 
swered that she had written susch a 
letter because shs3 felt sorry for Mrs. 
White and did not think she would be 
called to testify in the case. 

Attorney C. A. Newton, who went to 
California to cross-examin Miss McNoy, 
asked her if she had not attended a 
Chautauqua at Sulphur, Ok.. and asked 
her to identify a number of pictures of 
@& man and a woman which he showed 
her. 

“Qh, those pictures were taken 
fun,’’ Miss McKay replied. 

The pictures which are attached to the 
depositions, showed the man and wom- 
an in affectionate attitude. In one 
the woman had her head on the man’s 
shoulder, and in another they were kiss- 
ing. Newton charges the woman in the 
pictures is Miss McKay. 

Prosperity From Gambling. 

Miss McKay admitted she knew of 
her cousin, Crowley, having gambled 
frequently, but said his gambling never 
wrought any hardship in his home. 

“On the contrary,’’ Miss McKay said, 
“there was prosperity in the home when 
he gambled and Mrs. Crowley spent 
much of his winnings on her dregs.”’ 

Miss’ McKay said Crowley was a mod- 
el] husband when gambling, and that it 
was only when he reformed that finan- 
cial stringency was felt in his home. 

The Crowleys were married in Janu- 
ary, 1901, and separated early in the 
present year.. After Mrs. Crowley sued 
for divorce Crowley brought suit against 
her father, Emil L. Dossenbach, and her 
brother, J. E. Dossenbaeh, charging that 
they had alienated her affections and 
asking $50,000 damages. He also filed a 
suit for $5000 against the father for al- 
leged sland:2r. 

In her suit for divorce Mrs. Crowley 
charged that her husband was adicted 
to drink, remained out late at nights 
and did not properly support her.

Grand Central] Station at 8:30 a'elock | 
this morning. She was 62 years old. 

Mrs. Rogers sank into comatose’ state 
at midnight and the two nurses in at- 
tendance upon her believe that life be- 
came extinct at 4 o’clock ‘this morning. 
No physician attended her from the 
time she left Bretton Woods at 9 o’clock 
last night until she died. Efforts to 
have doctors meet the train failed. 
Death was due to heart disease. 

A premonition of coming death 
prompted her to teave Bretton Woods 
last night. Her hope was that she 
might die in the same room in which her 
husband died three years ago. 

Two trained nurses had been in at- 
tendance upon Mrs. Rogers at Bretton 
Woods for a week. 

Never Recovered From Shock, 

Ever since her narrow escape from 
death in an automobile collision on 
West Stockbridge Mountain, near Len- 
ox, Mass., two years ago, Mrs. Rogers 
has been in feeble health. She never 
entirely recovered from the shock. She 
had suffered from heart attacks for 
10 years. 

The White Mountain Express, draw- 
ing Mrs. Rogers’ car, was in charge of 
Conductor Osborne. He was notified ag 
the train came past Larchmont that 
Mrs. Rogers was sinking rapidly. He 
sent word ahead to have a physician: 
meet the train. Word was also tele- 
graphed to Capt. H. H. Rogers Jr. at 
the family home, 3 East Seventy-eighth 
street, but he was on an automobile 
trip and had not been found when the 
body arrived. Her three married daugh- 
ters are in Europe. 

Dr. McLoed of the Emergency Hospi- 
tal of the Grand Central Station met 
the train as it drew in. When he 
boarded the private car, he found that 
Mrs. Rogers had died. 

The nurses could not tell just when 
iMfe became extinct They -had feared 
as the train left Stamford, Conn., that 
she was sinking rapidly, but she had 
rallied once, and they had hoped that 
she would survive the journey. 

The body was removed from the 
train to the Rogers home. No report 
of the death was made by the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
officials until an hour afterwards. 
Then only the bare announcement was 
made and the cause of death was not 
stated. 

Estate Was $75,000,000, 

The will of Rogers, who died in 1908, 
disposed of an estate estimated at $75,- 
000,000, which ultimately is to be divided 
wmong the four children, Anne Engle 
Benjamin, Clara Leeland Broughton, 
Mai Rogers Coe and Henry Hustleton 
Rogers. 

Under the terms of the will Mrs. 
Rogers got the New York City residence 
and a trust fund of $3,000,000 was set 
aside to provide for her an annuity of 
9100,000. Both the home and the trust 
fund now revert to the general estate, 
¢s the resuit of Mrs. Rogers’ death. 

Mrs. Rogers owned no rare jewels and 
attended few social functions, as her 
tastes were strictly domestic. When she 
entertained it was with elegance, but 
the parties were small and selected. 

She was interested in public enter- 
prises and in a quiet way fhe gave 
much to charity, but scarcely a person 
outside the immediate family knew of 
the details of her helping hand. She

Mr. Luna was of Spanisn parentage 
and was. born.iIn Las Vegas, 
Oct. 18, 1858, the son of A. J. and Isabel 
(Baca) Luna. His education was re- 
ceived at the St. Louls. University, 
which he left before graduation to en- 
ter the livestock business... He. was rec- 
ognized as the greatest sheep herder in 
the world. His success. along these 
lines: led: to his: entry into commercial 
and financial enterprises and he was 
president of the Bank of Commerce, and 
vice-president of the First’ National 
Bank and the Occidental Life Insurance 
Co. ‘of Albuquerque. 

Luna was president of the New Mexi- 
co Conservation. Committee and a mem- | 
ber of the Commercial Club ahd of the 
Elks. He was married in 1882 to Miss

Hadley a long letter, opening 
with the suggestion that perhaps the 
Governor had forgotten the points urged 
in Healy’s behalf, and saying that the 
Governor's letter indicates ‘‘a possible 
lapsé of memory, due to your late stren- 
uous exertions.’’ ‘He further reminded 
the Governor that ‘‘the time may come 
when you will ask the people of this 
city, including Healy’s many  stanch 
friends, to believe in your sincerity as a 
gentleman and a man.”’

New Yorker Drank Six Bot- | 
tles of Black Fluid.

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 30.—Treatment

the New York sculptor, according to a 
statement today by Coroner J. C. Sny- 
der. Dr. Snyder said Potter had taken 
six bottles of a black fluid the nature of 
which he had not yet determined. 

This black fiuid had been taken, Sny- 
der said, in addition to the application 
of a strong plaster to abrasions made 
ir the skin of the abdomen in a sort of 
vaccination process.

“Vaccinated on Abdomen.” 

Potter had met a women tourist who 
had been treated ror a similar ailment 
by a Chinese physician in California 
with satisfactory results, and she ad- 
vised him to consult a Chinese doctor. 

With this in view, Potter registered 
under an assumed name. The Chinese 
physician performed an operation sim- 
flar to vaccination on Potter’s ab- 
cdomen last Friday, lacerating the skin 
and applying a strong Oriental plaster. 
Potter complained the treatment was 
severe, but was hopeful it would be 
successful. He had been without food 
since then. 

The woman, who was knewn at the 
hotel as Potter’s wife, was taken to 
another hotel and placed under the care 
of a physician, who said she was suf- 
fering from nervous prostration. All 
efforts to communicate with her were 
futile. 

At the hotel on Sixth avenue, where 
Potter died. It was said the woman said 
she had worked formerly on New York 
newspapers. : 

Had Won World-Wide Fame. 

Potter was not quite 39 years old, but 
he had attained international fame as a 
sculptor. Several years ago he exe- 
cuted a remarkable bust of Mark Twain, 
although he had never seen the great 
humorist and worked solely by «he aid 
uf pictures. A Potter gruap entitlea 
“Earthbound,” was one of his best ef- 
forts. 

Potter was born in Troy, N. Y., and 
studied in this country“and abroad.

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TOWNSHIP. INGO 
FARS. HAS NEVER 
IMPOSED A FINE 


Goodness Exposed in Report 
Made at Belleville—Has Full 
Quota of Saloons. 


Official examination of St. Clair Coun- 
ty, Ill., records Friday show that no 
one has ever been fined in Engelmann 
Township, 18 miles east of Belleville, in 
the last 30 years of its existence. 

During all that time the township had 
as many saloons, in proportion to popu- 
iation, as in any naighboring rural sec- 
tion of the county. Yet the township 
wears a halo and keeps it on straight. 

The startling virtue of Engelmann 
Township was revealed when W. A. 
HIough, superintendent of schools, re- 
ceived the annual reports from justices 
of the peace showing the amount col- 
lected in fines in the last year. The 
figures are used in computing the 
amount of the fines to be set aside for 
use in supporting the schools. 

The report of Peter Seibert, Justice 
of the Peace in Engelmann Township, 
was brief and pointed. It said: ‘‘There 
have never been any fines in this town- 
ship to the best of my knowledge.’’ Sei- 
pert has held the office eight years. 

Supt. Hough went back through the 
records and found that no one had been 
fined in Engelmann Township since it 
was organized in 1882. 

But virtue is not its own reward in 
this case. It might be supposed that 
so well-behaved a township would at- 
tract dwellers from far and near. This 
has not been so in this instance. On 
the contrary, many persons must have 
tired of living in a place that was so 
good. 

The 1900 census gave the population 
of the township as 768, and the 1910 cen- 
sus showed that in 10 years the popula- 
tion dropped to 642. The only explana- 
tion given is that those who moved 
away were the ones who would have 
been arrested and fined if they had re- 
mained there. :

Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Co., are alleged to have 
been in league to destroy the business 
of the Pierce-Fordyce Oil Association of 
Texas, their principal competitor in the 
Southwest.

The expulsion of the 
former from Texas and the corporate 
death of the others was decreed.

TALKS OF AFUSION 
WITH BULL MOOSE 


He Indorses Roosevelt Protest 
at Incomplete Questioning 
of Senator Penrose. 


Gov. Hadley at the Hotel Jefferson, 
Friday morning between trains, talked 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter on the pos- 
sibility of fusion between the Republi- 
cans and the Bull Moose party on the 
State ticket. 

The Governor returned on a morning 
train from a lecture tour to Iowa, and 
left at 9a. m. for New Florence, Mo., 
thence to go to Arrow Rock for a cele- 
bration dedicating the new Santa Fe 
Trail highway. He had intended to 
make the change at Louisiana, Mo., but 
slept too late to get off at that station. 

“In Iowa,” he remarked in answer to 
a question, “the Taft people expect to 
win, the Democrats say they have a 
cinch, and Roosevelt is quite strong. 

Sees St. Louis as Republican. 

“In Missouri, many want to vote for 
Roosevelt who do not wish. to insure 
Democratic success in the State. I don’t 
know whether they will be. strong 
enough to dominate the Progressive 
party. I have heard an estimate from 
a well-posted politician here that the 
St. Louis Progressiva party vote would 
be about 56000. 

“I expect to see St. Louis roll up a 
large Republican majority in Novem- 
ber.”’ 

When batiot as to his attitude as to 
national politics, Gov. Hadley said: 
“My position is like that of my old 
friend, the late H. H. Rogers, ‘I have 
nothing to add to what I have already 
said.’*’ The complete quotation, as 
Hadley hitherto has given it, is, ““Hav- 
ing said nothing, I have nothing to add 
to what I have said.”’

Republican Nominee for Gov- 
ernor Talks of His Visit to 
Office of Distillery. 








John C. McKinley of Unionville, Re- 
publican nominee for Governor, talked 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, Friday, of 
his visit, the afternoon before to the of- 
fice of the Stark Distillery Co. Repub- 
licans of St. Louis have been anxious to 
get McKinley’s view on the home rule 
and allied questions. 

“Mr. Stark wrote that he would like 
to talk with me,” said McKinley, “and 
I went to see him. He asked me wheth- 
er I was a prohibitionist, and I told him 
I was not and never had been. 

“I told him I had always been a total 
abstainer, for my:own good and set a 
good example to my children, but that 
I was not a supporter of the state-wide 
prohibition proposal. I told him I had 
advised certain individuals, who I 
thought needed such advice, to let 
liquor alone, but that I did not believe 
in compulsion. 

“I was at Cherokee Garden, in South 
St. Louis, some time before I came out 
for the nomination for Governor. Henry 
Besch, the proprietor, was urging me to 
become a- candidate, and I said, ‘Henry, 
you know I’m a temperance man, and 
you people would object to me for that 
reason.” He told me that would not 
make the least difference. 

“As I looked over the people in that 
garden, sitting quietly at their tables 
and sipping their beer, I could see noth- 
ing to object to, and I have no objection 
to the German people, or others who so 
desire, enjoying themselves in that way. 

“I wrote the home rule planks in the 
State platforms of 1906 and 1908, and 
I am still in favor of home rule for 
cities.’’ 

McKinley said his conference with 
Congressman Bartholdt and Marshal 
Regenhardt at the Planters Hotel was 
an informal one, and ‘was not for the 
purpose of defining his position on the 
prohibition question or any other ques-

He said he expected to be the next

State-wide campaign against the adop- 
tior of the two tax amendments 
to the Constitution of Missouri was be- 
gun here today at the first session of the 
Missouri Land Owners’ Protective Ass0-. 
ciation. Committees were named to 
raise funds for the distribution of litera- 
ture’and other means of warfare calcu- 
lated to arouse ths voters against the 
amendments... Charles Opel, a Kansas 
City architect, was the only. single 
tax advocate present. 

More than 50 counties, with 10 dele- 
gates, were represented. Speeches were 
delivered against the proposed change 
in the organic laws of the State. The 
single tax was referred to as a dowbdle 
tax. It was pointed out by one of the 
chief speakers that under these proposed 
amendments, if John D. Rockefeller 
should become a citizen of Missouri he 
would not pay as much taxes as the 
average small farmer, notwithstanding 
his immense fortune. 

There were figures submitted showing 
that the taxes necessary for running 
the State, municipal and lowal. govern- 
ments of Missouri require an outlay of 
$35,000,000 a year, of which sum, $25,000,- 


$10,000,000 on personal property, and that 
the latter would escape under the 
amendments. 

Several attacks were made on the in- 
itiative and referendum provisions of 
the constitution and George Faloon, 
president of the association, condemned 
them. He said that one of the duties of 
the next Legislature would be to submit 
an amendment, unuer the terms of 
which the teeth would be pulled out of 
the initiative and referendum. 

Statements were made by a number 
of the delegates, but not publicly, that 
the single taxers have already expended 
$50,000 in this State in pushing their 
measures along, and that a large sum 
is within their reach for future uses: 
Joseph Fels, the Philadelphia soap man- 
ufacturer, who is now said to be a 
resident of England, is blamed by most 
of the delegates for precipitating the 
fight in Missouri. :

Mrs. Anita Calvert Bourgeoise, 
Attorney and Suffragist, to 
Make Many Speeches. 


Mrs. Anita Calvert Bourgeolse, attor- 
ney, genealogist, biographer and suf- 
frage orator, of 4156 Westminster place, 
will depart for Chicago Friday night to 
enlist as a campaign speaker for Wood- 
row Wilson. The National Democratic 
Campaign Committee has been trying 
for the last six weeks to induce her to 
join its corps of speakers. 


Mrs. Bourgeoise will gO. before the 
committee Saturday. She does not know 
what territory she,will be assigned to, 
but her work will continue until the 
end of the campaign, she said. Besides 
advocating Gov. Wilson's election, she 
will speak on behalf of Russell, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor of Min- 
nesota, and a Virginia candidate whose 
name she will not reveal at present. 

Mrs. Bourgeoise’s faith in Gov. Wil- 
son comes, in part, from the fact that 
she always ras been a Democratic sym- 
pathizer. Ti. she main, however, it is 
based on the beitef that a Wilson ad- 
ministration will lewer the cost of liv- 
ing by legislation to reduce the tariff, 
and that the New Jersey Governor, as 
President, finally will come out openly 
for equal suffrage. 

Has Traveled 100,000 Miles. 

Since abandoning the practice of law 
four years ago, Mrs. 
traveled 100,000 miles and made hundreds 
of speeches in the interest of suffrage. 
Last year she traveled 50,000 miles on 
behalf of the cause, according to her 
own estimate. But she also has devoted 
much time to her home and to biograph- 
ical and genealogical research, for 
which she has an office in the Navarre 
Building. 

Her travels as a speaker for equal 
suffrage took her as far east as Wash- 
ington, and as far west as the Pacific 
coast. She is a first cousin of Miss 
Mary E. Foy, suffrage leader of Los 
Angeles, and assisted Miss Foy in the 
votes-for-women campaign in California. 
Her arduous labors for the cause re- 
duced her weight from 163 to 115 pounds, 
she told a reporter. 

“IT believe Gov. Wilson as President 
will declare himself for suffrage,’’ she 
said. “We could get the suffrage priv- 
ileges from the big interests, I suppose 
but it will be better for us to get it 
from the Democratic party. 

‘“‘Women ought to have the privilege 
of voting. They are citizeus vy instinct. 
Men are citizens by education. The in- 
stinct of the mother prompts her first 
of all to look out for the welfare of iter 
child, who will some day be a citizen. 
In that way she performs a great duty 
to the State. Women have done more 
for civilization in the last century than 
men have with all their centuries of 
war. ‘ 

“The opposition to equal suffrage 
comes in part from men’s habit of pic- 
turing the suffragist as masculine and 
unrefined.

Speed-Mad Motor Cyclist 
Has Seen Three Killed in 
Races, but Can’t Quit Game

Huttinger, Hero of Brighton and Cleveland Motordromes, 
Who Appears in Purse Events Here Saturday, Has 
Had Several Close Calls Himself.

Where there is such speed there is 
bound to be danger of death. And none 
realizes the danger more fully than Hut- 
tinger, who has seen three of his com- 
panions hurled into eternity in their 
quest for new speed records. 

“I'l. get it (meaning death) some day,” 
remarked Huttinger, as he watched his 
team mate,. Albert Standen, knock off 
60 miles an hour on the local track, 
Thursday afternoon. 

“Bay, I expect to be done up on the 
track,’’ continued the cyclist. ‘‘The best 
of them are killed in the saddle and I 
know sooner or later it’ll get me. But 
I'd sooner quit eating than riding. I’ve 
got the habit and believe me it grows 
on a fellow, all the same as the craving 
for an opiate. 

“People often ask me why I should 
stay in the game. Over in Cleveland a 
few days ago I was party to a spill 
that killed Bob Hunter, the oldest rider 
in the game. When I saw Hunter killed 
and myself all but maimed for life, I 
figured I would quit, but the best I 
could do was to stay away a week. 
Accident Kills One Man. 

“I longed to get back, and back I 
came. That spill in Cleveland, by the 
way, was a bad one. We were riding a 
team race and I was in the lead, when 
Hunter came up from behind and 
bumped my real wheel. I guess we 
were making about 72 miles an hour and 
when Hunter bumped me I lost contro! 
of my wheel. So did Hunter. My front 
tire blew up and I was hurled off my 
seat, rolled along the steep track for 
20 yards and then shot down the incline 
and bounced around the level field for 
50 more. Hunter was thrown and when 
he rolled off the track my wheel hit 
him and knocked him fully 60 yards. 
When he was picked up every bone in 
hir body was broken. He was dead be- 
fore anybody reached him. 


Speed Craving Insatiable. 


“But that sight didn’t make me quit rid- 
ing. I was laid up in the hospital for two 
days. When I came out I found that I had 
lost the use of three fingers on my right 
hand. Howover, I couldn’t stay off the 
track. I was back riding in another week.’’ 

Huttinger’s talk was a cold-blooded re- 
cital of daring. The young dare devil who 
will be seen here is a mere kid—21 years 
old. Two years ago he was a middleweight 
prize fighter in Cleveland. He whipped most 
of the good boys in his class, but the

Now he’s a slave to the motor cycle sport. 
However, aside from his craving for speed, 
there is another inducement for Huttinger 
risking his life. It ia a very remunerative 
life, It yields, Huttinger says, as high as 
$800 a month and will net on an average 
o. $600 a month to the average rider who 
has the ‘‘nerve.’’ 

It takes a lot of nerve, though, to stick 
at it. In fact, it’s all a question of courage. 
The rider who is not afraid of taking 
chances, who will crowd his competitors off 
the track, risking his life in so doing, is 
the man who will win first money. 

However. Huttinger says the greatest dan- 
ger lies in the explosion of tires. 

“That's something we can’t safeguard 
against,’"’ said the Cleveland rider Thursday. 

‘TIT have had as high as six tires blow up 
in one day. Most of them were new and 
out of the six blow-ups I suffered only one 
spill. The front tire is the more danger- 
ous. If that blows, then you're liable to 
lose control of the wheel and. spin yourself 
off the track to sure death. However, @ 
good driver can right the wheel despite the 
blow-ups, if he’s attending to business.’ 


Local Track Is Fast. 


Huttinger’s teammate for thé local races 
will be Albert Standen, a farmer boy from 
Lorain, O. Standen is 20 years old and has 
been riding only two years. He is recognized 
as one of the moat daring drivers in the 
business. 

Both the visitors claim the local] track is 
the best in the country. “It's a joy ride to 
work on this bowl,’’ declared Huttinger 
Thursday evening. ‘There isn’t a bump in 
it and we certainly appreciate that fact after 
riding at Brighton Beach and Cleveland. I! 
look for world’s records to be made here.’”’ 

The one feature of the new game which 
will appeal to the average spectator is the 
sight of a rider shooting along at the rate 
of 70 miles an hour with only one hand on 
the handlebars. The other fin is used to 
pump oil into the engine, which becomes so 
hot that it would explode without plenty of 
lubrication. & 

The riders do not wear goggles, and they 
probably are the only speeders who make 
over 60 miles an hour without any shield 
for the eyes. Their reason for not using 
goggies is that their vision would become 
obscured by dust and oil from the engine 
in less than two miles. They claim that 
their wheels tear up the boards, shooting a 
wood dust into the air that mingles with 
oil and soon would ruin goggles.

Wilson’s apt description of Republican 
rule. How could the perversion of government 
and the relations of the present rulers*to the peo- 
ple be better described? 

Those who should be but the servants and 
agents of the people have taken to themselves 
powers over the people. Smug and prosperous, 
long fattened upon the estate whereon they were 
delegated to serve, they have gradually come to 
assert title to the estate itself. The servants of 
the people have become patrons of the people. 

Forgetting even the people’s nominal right and 
title, the Republican trustees are accustomed to 
speak superiorly of what they “give” the people.

Winter wheat farmers are pro- 
gsressing with their plowing. In 
the hard winter wheat territory, a 
larger acreage is looked for, but in 
many localities of the soft winter 
States the wheat area will be re- 
duced. From the States where the 
greatest loss by winter killing was 
made, reports from farmers are that 
little wheat is on hand: others are 
holding for higher prices. Most of 
the soft winter wheat coming from 
the farms is of poorer quality than 
during the early movement. 











Wet weather, with low temperatures 
in Canada, and the domestic Northwest, 
sent wheat Pe be Slightly higher in 
the early trading Friday. Receipts of 
wheat in Minneapolis, however, of 506 
cars, against 19 last week and 247 last 
year, took the wind out of the bulls’ 
sails on the advance. After that the 
market just drifted. 

In corn the shorts were given a twist 
by the advance of prices lc. The up- 
turn was on low temperatures, 
With frost in the extreme est and 
Northwest, and fear that it might ex- 
tend into the corn belt. An over-ex- 
tended short interest in corn futures 
made the working up of prices easy. 

Oats were strong along with the other 
coarse grain. 

The Liverpool wheat market opened 
firm at 4d advance, on unsettled weath- 
er in the United Kingdom, strength in 
spot and light cargo arrivals. Follow- 
ing the opening realizing developed and 
priees declined %d to %d, with a fore- 
cast of larger world’s shipments -this 
week, large Pacific Coast offers and a 
smaller inquiry for forward shipments. 
Crop advices from bcth the United 
States and Canada continue favorable, 
and Paris again thowed pronounced 
veakness at the opening. Later there 
was a slight recovery, with some cov- 
ering on the strength in Buenos Ayres. 
The market closed irregular.
